The' burglar ran Up. against a tough 


proposition when he started to tackle 
the office of Dr. William H. Downs, at 
rooms 2, 3, and 4, 243 Central, street. 
The doctor has all three doors leading 
Into his olflce fitted-with double locks. 
Tlie frame work on two of the doors 
shpws numerous murks where a jimmy 
was :used to pry open the doors, but 
inasmuch as there are bolts besides the 
locks on the two doors that were tried 
tlie burglar was unable to make an 
entrance.

The police are positive that the 


numerous breaks were made by a pro- 
fessional and In all probability lie was 
assisted by an accomplice who made i 
tour of inspection of the city during 
the week. In a number of Instances a 
stranger has tried to make appoint- 
ments wth dentists for Sundays and 
found, that but few of them care to do 
work on the Lord's day.

camps in the northern part of 
the

and are having difficulty in obtaining 
suflicient men to go in the woods. This 
is. due in a large measure to tiie heavy 
potato crop, the harvesting of which 
gives employment to a great number 
of men, and also to the extensive work 
being done by the' railroads 
in 
this 


state. It is believed, however, that af- 
ter Aroostook county's bumper yield of 
tubers is dug-there will be plenty of 
men available. 


The scarcity of'men 
has had its 


natural result in the raising of wages, 
and those.who go into the woods are 
receiving several dollars a month more 
than 
last 
year. 
The 
old-time 


woodsmen, who. were . largely 
French 


Canadians and natives, are disappear- 
ing from the camps and .their places 
are being taken by foreign, laborers— 
Italians, Poles, Swedes and . Russians, 
many o£ them from .the cities. 


Boston sends . many men annually 


into the Maine woods, but these men 
are not as a rule, experienced woods- 
men and the employment agents say 
that a .Maine or French-Canadian man 
is worth three of. the "imported 
vari- 


ety," and consequently the latter do 
not receive as much pay 


It is us yet too early in 'the season 


to make any estimate .of the probable 
cut this winter, but it is said that at 
least as much, if not more lumber will 
be sent down to the mills than last 
year. 
Tho total cut last winter ag- 


gregated about 700,000.000 feet.
